OTTAWA, Dec. 15.—On the day 

the Bank of Canada opens its 
doors for business, the Dominion 
of Canada hands over to a group 
of private shareholders control of 
over $400,000,000 of the Domin- 
fon’s assets and the right to in- 
crease the currency to $700,000,- 
000 without reference to par- 
liament, And the financial in- 
terests of St. James Street are al- 
ready scheming through the 
Canadian Chambers of Commerce 
and other means to gain control. 

These are the beliefs of Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie, who declares that when 
the Liberal party is returned to 
power one of its first tasks will be 
to remedy this situation, and see to 
it that the Bank of Canada Act is 
so amended as to restore to govern- 
ment, parliament and people, the 
control of these immense financial 
resources, 


SPEECH STILL RINGS

ON FULL WAR 
BASIS: DEMAND 


$52,000,000 Asked to Place 
Country on Complete 


Defensive for Battle 

PARIS, Dec, 15.—The Cham- 
ber of Deputies Friday was urg- 
ed to provide funds to arm 
France's troops immediately “on 
full fighting basis.” “One does 
not face machines with bare 
breasts,” Deputy Mare Rueard 
said, as he presented the report 
of the chamber's army committee 
recommending an immediate 
emergency appropriation of 800,- 
000,000 francs (about $52,800,000) 
for the army. 

The entire sum the government 
asks should be spent on “inde- 
supensable equipment for modern 
battle,” the report contended, since 
“industrial mobilization could not 
give immediate results” in case of 
war. 

Particularly recommended was 
the development of armored cars 
and perfected observation machines 
for the infantry, and apparatus for 
defence against gas, air and arm- 
ored machine attacks.

Secrets of State Alleged 
Revealed by Ex-Soldier 
Hero 


LONDON, Dec. 15. — Another 
first-class sensation involving al- 
leged revelation of “official se- 
crets” broke today with the com- 
mittal for trial at the Old Bailey 
of William Burges, a second-rate 
computer at the Woolwich Ar- 
senal. 

At Bow street police court Burges 
was committed for trial at the Old 
Bailey after evidence was given to 
the effect he had approached Im- 
perial Chemical Industries and re- 
vealed technical information to 
which he had access by virtue of 
his position “as a person holding 
office under the King,” as the 
charge read, 

During the hearing it was stated 
Burges had an excellent war rec- 
ord. He won the military cross and 
retired from the active forces with 
the rank of Major. 

The crown stated the prosecution 
was made after Imperial Chemical 
Industries had been refused some 
information for which they applied 
at the war office. Burges, who 
would have been aware of this re- 
fusal, it was alleged, approached 
the company and indicated he was 
in a position to obtain the inform- 
ation the company desired. 


EARLY PENSION

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. 
—The war department ap- 
proved sale of armaments 
by American munitions 
makers to America’s poten- 
tial enemies, because the 
sales gave the United 
States valuable military in- 
formation, it was disclosed 
today at the senate muni- 
tions inquiry. 

This revelation came from cor- 
respondence in the files of E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours and Co, 
Earlier it was shown the war de- 
partment was willing to furnish 
the Du Pont Company with 160,- 
000 rounds of incendiary car- 
tridges for sale to Japan. This 
company did not take advantage 
of the offer, although it filled 
the Japanese order from other 
sources, 

The war department's attitude 
toward Du Pont sales of munitions 
to potential enemies was revealed 
in a memorandum written by A. 
Felix du Pont, It concerned sales

OTTAWA MUM 
ON RAILWAY 
LEGISLATION 


No Steps Taken for Major 
Action During Coming 
Session 


OTTAWA, Dec. 15.—So far no 
steps have been taken to prepare 
any major railway legislation for 
the approaching session of parlia- 
ment, it was learned here Friday. 
This is taken to indicate that the 
government at present plans to go 
to the country without any import- 
ant change in its railwey policy as 
now in operation. 

Debates on the best method of 
dealing with the country's railway 
problems will doubtless break out 
in the House of Commons during 
the session, even without any defi- 
nite legislation to start it. 

The proposal of E. W. Beatty, 
president of the Canadian Pacific, 
for amalgamation, and Hon. W. D. 
Euler's plan for a unified system of 
ownership by a holding company 
will each rally supporters. The gov- 
ernment, those in close touch think, 
will stand for the present scheme 
of co-operation, although it has 
made no recent announcement in 
the matter.

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JUDICIARY WINS VICTORY IN HOUSE OF LORDS 


NO GOVERNMENTAL 
INTERFERENCE IN 
LAW PERMITTED 


Dramatic Debate Einxives| 
As Lord Chief Justice 
Airs Views — Compro.- 
mise Brings Accord. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—After one 
of the greatest debates the house 
of lords has seen since the war, 
prompted by sensational charges 
by Lord Chief Justice Hewart of 
the government interference with 
the judiciary, the government 
last night yielded to supporters 
of the Lord Chief Justice and 


promised that a contested clause 
of its high court bill would not 
be made applicable to any living 
Lord Justice. 

The storm arose over a clause 
{n the bill whereby the Lord Chan- 
cellor is given the right to nominate 
any Lord Justice to act as president 
of the appeal division in event of 
incapacity of the senior Lord Jus- 
tice. The contention was this 
clause was framed especially to 
prevent the second senior Lord 
Justice, Sig Henry Slessor, from 
taking the presidency of the appeal 
division, because of Sir Hegry’s 
well-known political beliefs as a 
stalwart of the Labor party. 


PACKED WITH DRAMA 


The debate was packed with 
drama. Lord Reading former 
Lord Chief Justice and Viceroy of 
India, demanded the situation be 
cleared up satisfactorily and it was 
his suggestion that the clause be re- 
worded so as not to affect the sen- 
jority of any existing lord justice 
that eventually paved the way for 
a remarkable scene of reconci 
tion. 

Lord Ponsonby, Labor peer, in 
supporting the charge the clause 
was an attack on Sir Henry for his 
political convictions, hotly told the 
chamber that if anyone thought a 
man did not suffer social and pro- 
fessional ostracism in England to- 
day because he held Labor convic- 
tions, then they were mistaken. He 
demanded withdrawal en- 
tire bill, but when tl 
adopted Lord Reading's suggestion, 
he concurred. 


MILD REFORM INTENDED 


Lord Hailsham, the government 
leader, regretted the debate had 
taken place at all, because it would 
not rebound to the dignity of the 
bench. “I hope I have satisfied the 
house,” he concluded, “that there 
are no silly nor improper inten- 
tions behind the bill, which is 
very innocent and mild piece of 
reform.” 

The highlight of the entire debate 
came when Lord Sankey, the Lord 
Chancellor, chiefly responsible for 
the bill, defended himself on one 
of the most moving speeches the 
upper chamber has ever heard 


LORD WAXES ELOQUENT 

Standing beside the Woolsack in 
full-bottomed gown and black robe, 
Lord Sankey spoke with deep feel- 
ing, at times almost passionately, 
and used many gestures—an un- 
usual attitude for the Lord Chan- 
cellor. He asserted the bill was 

framed solely for better administra- 

on of justice and absolutely denied 
1 Lae Hewart's complaint that he 
as permanent head of the judic- 
iary, had not been consulted about 
the bill. 

After Lord Sankey had announ- 
ced the government would amend 
the clause so as not to affect any 
present Lord Justice, the House 
agreed to second reading and ad- 
journed until Monday, and a warm 
scene of reconciliation followed 


FULLY RECONCILED 
Immadiately the house adjourned 
the Lord Chancellor rose from the 
woolsack and crossed the floor to 
shake hands cordially with Lord 
Hewart, The latter shook hands 
bid Lord Reading and the three 
had a few moments of conversations 
while the sergeant-at-arms carrying 
the mace hovered in the back- 
ground, the usual formal procession 
being thrown out of gear by the 
cemonstration

VANCOUVER HAS DONE IT 

The city of Vancouver, according to press re- 
ports, is short some §7,000,000 of the amount it 
would now have in the sinking fund if pay- 
ments into that fund had been made every year 
and in full according to the plans for debt- 
redemption 

There is no shortage in Edmonton's sinking 
fund. Payments into the fund have been kept 
up. in good times and bad. A year or so ago the

fund even had a substantial surplus, earned 
by the fortunate .investment of moneys ‘not 
immediately required for debt liquidation. 

Vancouver is still a going concern. It is not 
under a receiver, Its affairs are still being 
managed by a city council elected by its resi- 
dents. The election of Mr. McGeer as mayor 
certainly does not convey any public demand 
that payments be resumed. 

If Vancouver, without losing self-govern- 
ment or precipitating chaos in its financial 
affairs, can suspend payments into its sinking 
fund to the amount of $7,000,000, neither Ed- 
monton nor its bond-holders would have cause 
for alarm if payments into our hitherto fully- 
sustained fund are not made in 1935 and 1936, 
On the contrary, the interests of both the city 
and the holders of its bonds would be conserved 
and protected thereby. 

A temporary suspension of these payments, 
by whatever means may be practicable, is 
plainly necessary if there is to be a drastic re- 
duction in the tax rate. And nothing but a 
drastic cut in the tax rate can stop the con- 
fiscation of property, the decrease of taxpayers, 
and hence the shrinkage in taxpaying power— 
which is the only real security the bond- 
holders have that they will get either interest 
or principal of their investments.

The Passing Show

Unless between the time this is written and 
the time it appears in print a miraculous rescue 
of Capt. Ulm and his two comrades takes place 
—as it did when Capt. John Rodgers came down 
in the Pacific four years ago—the names of Ulm 
and Skilling and Littlejohn will have to be 
added to the long roll of those 
who have perished on trans- 
oceanic flights of questionable 
value. Rodgers rode 
seaplane in the Kauu channel 
for nine days till picked up. 
There is no such hope for the 
crew of the Star of Australia, 
Theirs was not a seaplane, 
The wreckage would float if 
the engines were cut away. 
But nothing could live on 
such flotsam in the teeth of 
the raging storm that followed the disaster. The 
Pacific is peaceful only in name. The only slim 
hope rests on the bare possibility that they may 
have been picked up by a Japanese fishing boat 
making her laborious way from the Hawaiian 
fishing grounds across the ocean. 

Death is the inescapable fate of each of us, 
and death at sea is among the more merciful 
forms of death. One is saved the racking pain 
and slow breakdown of mental and physical 
powers that accompanies lingering death ashore. 
My father had gratified his wish to die at sea 
in storm, as his father and his father’s father 
had done. One knew when the crew started 
loading their pockets with chunks of iron when 
a Cape Horn gale became serious. The saddest 
thought is of the wives of the three flyers, wait- 
ing to greet their men as heroes, their happy 
anticipations now turned to mourning, and of 
the ironic urge—economic urge perhaps—that 
forces men who have once won fame in beating 
such a hazard, to keep on facing it. 

There's a chance for a new Kingsley to write 
a modern version of the poignant, “Three Fish- 
ers Went Sailing Out Into the West.”

My brother Ernest who once covered the 
waterfront for the San Francisco Examiner 
likes to tell of how he put a scoop over the dean 
of the Frisco waterfront reporters when an 
English tramp steamer came in, captained by a 
modest-spoken young British skipper named 
Evans, who assured the reporters that his had 
been a most uneventful voyage and that his was 
a most uneventful life. Ernest noted his initials, 
“E.R.G.R.,” made a dash for the public library 
and returning, accused the modest skipper of 
being none other than the man who had been 
admitted to the Order of the Bath and been 
given a sheaf of foreign decorations for his 
work as second-in-command of the famous 
Scott Antarctic Expedition. It was Evans who 
led the expedition back to safety after Scott had 
perished. Only when he thought that all danger 
of publicity was over—which of course it wasn't 
—did the Antarctic hero admit his identity and 
discuss that great adventure. 

I shall have the laugh on brother Ernest 
when next I see him, for I've been reading 
today, “Sailormen All” by Vice Admiral Gordon 
Campbell, V.C., D.S.O., who became famous for 
his valor and ingenuity in charge of “Q” ship 
warfare during the great war. There is a whole 
great chapter in Capt. Evans’ life, now disclosed 
by Admiral Campbell, that the modest skipper 
carefully avoided mention of, in that interview 
aboard his freighter on that afternoon in San 
Francisco harbor. It’s worth telling about here.

The guarding of the Straits of Dover against 
any “tip-and-run” tactics by Germany destroy- 
ers, was one of the responsible posts of action 
during the war. Two high speed and better 
armed destroyers of the type known as fictilla 
leaders were stationed off Dover, with steam up 
at all hours and the crew standing to posts. 
One was the “Swift” under Commander Am- 
brose Peck, the other, the “Broke” under Com- 
mander E. R. G. R. Evans. A fine, dark night 
on April 20, 1917, gave the Germans an oppor- 
tunity for which they had been waiting. With 
lights out and at easy speed so that no flame 
should ‘how from their funnels, a flotilla of 
German destroyers left the German base to 
attack Dover, where lay a harbor full of ships, 
storehouses and munitions. Seven miles from 
Dover at 12:45 a.m. the Swift saw the outline of 
a vessel approaching. A challenge flashed was 
unanswered. In a minute all hell was let loose 
as the Swift swung to ram the stranger while 
shells burst all around her. Says Admiral 
Campbell: 

“Broke was following close astern and 
firing all her guns. Evans gave orders for 
a torpedo to be fired as he turned to ram 
one of the enemy. As he was approaching 
the destroyer, he was aiming for he saw her 
struck amidships by the torpedo, so he 
steadied his helm and turned at high speed 
once more to ram the next in line. ‘Full 
ahead’ at something was typical of Evans. 
The men on the deck of the Broke could see 
by the sparks flying out of the funnels of the 
enemy ships that they were stoking up with 
utmost fury to try to escape. Amidst shot 
and shell the Broke tore like a roaring lion 
straight at the enemy and with a tremen- 
dous crash steamed right into the midship 
part of an enemy destroyer, the G 42.... 
For several seconds the two were locked 
together. The German had a bad hole in 
her and the Broke had her bow crushed 
in.” 

Evans then gave orders to board the Ger- 


while Broke peppered her with shell and small 
ammunition. As a boarding crew were pre- 
paring, the German crew made surrender. 

While this was going on the next two Ger- 
man destroyers in line shelled Broke, one shell 
firing a box of cordite which shot away the 
bridge torpedo control, while another damaged 
the main steam pipe in the engine room. Yet 
despite this, Evans made another—but unsuc- 
cessful—attempt to ram another destroyer. 
Unable to rejoin Swift he returned to the two 
damaged German destroyers and sank one with 
a torpedo. He had a narrow escape of being 
sunk himself, for after rescuing as many of the 
German sailors as possible, he was unable to 
answer the challenge of the returning Swift 
owing to the electric circuits of the Broke hav- 
ing all been destroyed. A pocket flash in the 
hand of a signalman saved them from being 
shelled by Swift in the darkness.

Trench mouth is also caled Vincents Infec- 
tion and Gingivitis. It is a contagious gum dis- 
order and is now very common. This trouble 
is usually spread by small drops of saliva bear- 
ing the infective organisms which will cause 
the disease to develop if they reach a mouth 
not in a healthy condition. 
Such drops of saliva may be 
deposited on drinking cups, 
tooth brush holders, or may 
be spread by sneezing, kiss- 
ing, etc. 

Undoubtedly trench 
mouth spreads most rapidly 
when many people are 
crowded together, so that the 
infection may easily travel 
from one person to the next. 
In fact the popular name of 
“Trench Mouth” was given to this gum dis- 
came so prevalent among the soldiers in the 
trenches. If you have this trouble it is impor- 
tant that you realize that it is contagious and 
protect others around you. It is a good plan to 
burn the tooth brush you have been using. 

The common symptoms are sore bleeding 
gums, a dark red color of the gum tissue show- 
ing a congestion of blood, and a dirty grayish 
line at the edge of the gums. The gum tissue 
becomes soft and sponge-like instead of firm 
and hard and recedes from the teeth, leaving 
the teeth exposed. There may be a discharge 
of pus, the breath has a characteristic sickening 
or unpleasant odor, and the patient may develop 
lack of appetite, or an enlargement of some of 
the lymphatic glands. 

A danger in neglecting to secure treatment 
for Trench Mouth is that the patient may suffer 
the loss of teeth. 

The cure of Trench Mouth depends upon 
your diet and the dentist. At the start of a new 
dietetic regimen it is helpful to use’ orange 
juice or tomate juice in considerable quantities, 
and I have secured the best results through 
placing the patient on a five day fast, where 
orange juice was the only food used, the patient 
taking eight ounces of orange juice every two 
hours, and in some cases it is advisable to add 
the juice of one half of a lemon to each eight 
ounces of orange juice. Actual tests show that 
the orange juice contains substances which build 
up the natural resistance of the gum tissue and 
which help to fight Trench Mouth. Probably 
the thing that does the work in the orange juice 
or tomato juice is Vitamin C. We do know 
definitely that the acid fruit juices are beneficial 
and that the patient recovers more quickly if 
he secures them. 

After the fast the patient must be placed on 
a well planned diet, and should receive the fol- 
lowing foods each day: One serving of meat, 
one or two eggs, three cooked non-starchy vege- 
tables, one large salad made of lettuce and one 
medium size salad. About an hour before break- 
fast or upon retiring at night he is to have eight 
ounces of orange juice or tomato juice. 

During the acute stages of this disease the 
teeth should not be brushed. 

At the same time the diet is followed the 
patient is to use a treatment prescribed by his 
dentist. Your dentist will advise you concern- 
ing an antiseptic preparation to be-used as a 
mouth wash. No single antiseptic can be in all 
cases and the preparation used must be one 
which will get good results in your particular 
case. The use of antiseptics at home without 
first consulting your dentist usually does more 
harm than gocd. 

With a good diet and local treatment given 
by the dentist, Trench Mouth is curable, and 
this combination of treatment will prevent a 
loss of teeth and return the gums to a healthy 
state.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1893, there 
passed at Ottawa a man who for 
24 years had been the custodian 
of the House of Commons of Can- 
ada—Donald William Macdonell, 
sergeant-at-arms from 1867 to 
1891, and before confederation, 
sergeant-at-arms of the Assembly 
of the province of Canada from 
1854. In the latter mentioned 
capacity he had “some job.” 
After the burning of the parlia- 
ment house at Montreal in 1849 
by the “Loyalists,” the capital of 
Canada was transferred to To- 
ronto, it having been decided that 
the parliament should meet at the 
capital of Upper Canada for the 
remaining two sessions and that 
it should be moved to Quebec for 
four years and then back again, 
and so forth. Actually Toronto 
was the seat of government, 1849- 
52 and 1855-59; Quebec, 1852-55 
and 1859-66, when it was trans- 
ferred to Ottawa. 

These transfers of the govern- 
ment involved enormous labor 
and worry for the officials. Don- 
ald Macdonell had charge of the 
removal of all the records and 
paraphernalia of the House of 
Commons in the transfer from 
Quebec to Toronto in 1855, back 
to Quebec in 1859 and finally up

to Ottawa in 1866, He was respofi- 
sible for the safe custody of every 
paper and volume, and when it is 
stated that the transportation was 
in the first case entirely by water 
the difficulties can be imagined. 
The packing cases were placed on 
batteaux at Quebec and labor- 
iously taken to Toronto. 

The old Colonel used to tell 
some tales of queer doings. There 
were people who had grievances 
against the government and 
sought to wreak vengeance by 
attempting to rob the batteaux. 
Going through the rapids was a 
ticklish job; indeed, more than 
one case of documents was thrown 
overboard in the rapids, but so 
carefully had they been packed 
in thin-lined boxes that they were 
undamaged when opened. The 
removal from Quebec to Ottawa 
was easier, Railways had arrived 
by that time and the water perils 
were avoided, but one train was 
wrecked near Cornwall, ascribed 
to Fenian sympathizers, and some 
of the cars took fire, but luckily 
very few of the precious records 
were lost. 

In the library of parliament at 
Ottawa you can find, if you 
search, volumes which were 
freight when Canada had its peri- 
patetic parliaments.

PAYS TO TRADE ON FAIR 
TERMS 


The orders placed in Great 
Britain by Soviet Russia during 
September of this year amount- 
ed to £1,110,418 as compared with 
£330,721 in September, 1933, the 
increase being more than threes 
fold.

Refunding of bonds as one | 
means of reducing the high de- 
benture interest burden is advoc- 
ated by Ex-Ald. Herbert Baker, | 
former chairman of the civic fin- 
ance committee and the sinking 
fund board. In an interview Sat- 


urday with The Bulletin, Mr. 
Baker said he believed Mayor 
Joseph A. Clarke was “on the 
right track” in his program to 
lighten the load on over-burden- 
ed home-owners. 

“While I am not prepared to de- 
finitely state that Mayor Clarke's 
proposals will be productive of all 
the results he expects, I will say 
that in my opinion he is on the right 
track. His plan to defer sinking 
fund payments for the time being | 
will have to be carefully consider- 
ed before being adopted and he 
should seek proper authority for) 
any change in the sinking fund sys- | 
tem before attempting a, change,” 
Mr. Baker declared. | 


WOULD SUGGEST DELAY 


The former councillor felt he 
would sooner wait until after the 
forthcoming departmental survey 
before giving his opinion on Mayor 
Clarke’s recommendation to re- 
vamp the sinking fund system. 

“But I am strong in my support 
of the idea to refund,” he stated. 
‘The Dominion government has suc-| 
cessfully engineered a_ refunding 
scheme through which bondholders 
are required to accept a two per} 
cent, reduction in the interest rate. | 
The majority of the bondholders | 
have accepted this cut in a patriotic 
spirit, realizing full well that some| 
sacrifice has to be made for the} 
good of the country as a whole 

“Edmonton would be well advised 
to secure authority for a_ similer 
step, for I believe the city would 
find holders of its bonds only too 
ready to co-operate, 

“It is only logical to conclude 
that if the interest rates are re- 
duced, then the mill rate will un- 
dergo a corresponding reduction. I 
certainly would not like to see in- 
terest slashed and the tax rate} 
climb. 

SURVEY LONG OVERDUE 

“The civic survey which will be 
commenced shortly is long overdue. 
Edmonton has to put its own house 
in order before expecting co-opera- 
tion from those in a position to 
help. All departments require a 
fhorough overhauling. Muayor 
Clarke has started his program in 
the right way and he should make 
progress if he handles his plans 
wisely. 

“Something should result from 
this survey. In other years we have 
had investigations and reports and 
no attempt has been made to act on 
the recommendations made. Such 
surveys have been a wanton waste 
of public funds. If some construc- 
tive suggestions result for the pres-

per cent.” 

UNDER-ESTIMATE 

It is estimated by the mayor that 
if payments of $718,456.95 are sus- 
pended, the mill rate reduction will 
amount to approximately eight 
mills. “My own impression is that 
this is an under-estimate and that 
the amount will be nearer 11 or 
12 mills,” he reports. 

Arriving at the total of $718,456, 
Mayor Clarke points to the fact 
that required contributions to the 
fund for 1935 are as follows: gen- 
eral, $477,206.66; local improve- 
ments, $113,893.48; utilities, 
356.81,

|the “Western Worker,” organ of 
the Communist party on the Pacific 
coast, described the EPIC plan as 
|“one more addled egg from the blue 


buzzard's nest.” Robert Minor, 
editor of the “Daily Worker,” 
described it as the most reaction- 


| 
jary plan ever put forward; and 
| surely that ought to have saved me 
from being identified with tho 
| Communists. 


| CAMOUFLAGED 
ORGANIZATIONS 


Soon after the Soviet revolution 
the Communists formed a number 
of camouflage organizations, leagues 
for defense of political prisoners, 
and so on, and all well-knowvn lib- 
erals were invited to join these or- 
ganizations, So I became a mem- 
ber of the “International Labor De- 
fense” and of the “International 
Workers’ Aid.” Later, when these 
groups came to be controlled en- 
tirely by Communists and were used 
to attack Socialists, I severed all 
connection with them; but of course 
that did not help me with the lady 
editor of “The Red Network,” and 
it did not help me with Mr. Justus 
Wardell, who even changed the 
titles of these organizations to make 
}them sound more terrible. He 
listed them as the “National Com- 
munist Committee for International 
Labor Defense” and the “National 
Communist Committee for Inter- 
national Workers’ Aid.” 

Another terrible sounding one 
|was “The Emergency Committee 
for Soviet Political Prisoners.” After 
|}some prodding of the memory, I 
recalled this as an _ organization 
founded by Roger Baldwin for the 
defense of those unfortunate Social- 
}ists who were imprisoned by the 
All Com- 


|}Communists of Russia. 
|munists consider this an _ anti- 
| Soviet orgahization—but here was 
Mr. Wardell citing it as proof that 
|I was “an agent of Moscow”! 

Also they had me as a contributor 
}to the “New Masses.” First there 
} was the “Masses,” a Socialist pub- 
lication, and of course I wrote for 
it. When the “New Masses” fell 
| into the hands of the Communists 
land became that party’s organ, it 
began to attack me, like all other 
Communist organs: and of course 
| I have no connection with it. 

They had me as secretary of 
\“The Revolutionary Writers’ Fed- 
eration.” Whether this Federation 
lever existed I don’t know. As to 
my being its secretary, my answer 
is that I have never been the secre- 
tary of any writers’ federation; I 
| have been a whole writers’ federa- 
tion by myself, and have needed 
several secretaries, 

Of course no red-baiters ever 
failed to list the American Civil 
Liberties Union. This is an or- 
ganization of the finest idealists 
in the United States, who devote 
their energies to cefending the 
basic principles of our Constitu- 
tion. Its supporters include such 
men as John Dewey and Felix 
Frankfurter, John Haynes 
Holmes, Harry F. Ward, and 
Father John A. Ryan, It is true 
that we frequently defend the 
civil liberties of Communists; we 
have also defended the civil lib- 
erties of the Salvation Army and 
the Reverend Bob Shuler, but 
that does not identify us with the 
doctrines and beliefs of these 
people. 

THOUGHT THEY KNEW 
SOMETHING DISHONEST 

I thought I knew something 
about the dishonesty political 
| campaigning but my fellow-Demo- 
| crat, Mr, Justus Wardell, taught me 
}a lot of new tricks, He took one 
from “Letters to Judd,” 
lreading: “We are going to take 
over the industrial plant of the 
| United States and run it as one 
planned enterprise for the benefit 
of the whole people.” He went on 
to assert that this meant confisca- 
tion; when the fact is that the next 
five pages of the book are an argu- 
ment against confiscation and in 
lfavor of constitutional procedure, 
One of the arguments ends with the 
sentence, “So you see why I am in 
favor of compensation.” But Mr, 
Wardell did not quote that sen- 
tence!

called “the incredibly shocking 
statement,” as follows: “I say if 
there is violence, let the capitalists 
start it, and then you, Judd, and 
the rest of the workers can finish 
it." Mr, Wardell got a shock from 
reading that sentence, and T got a 
shock when I looked into my book, 
“Letters to Judd,” and saw that the 
sentence was taken from an elabor- 
ate argument in favor of constitu- 
tional procedure, The sentence im- 
mediately preceding it reads "I 
| have pointed out the way to make 
a change under the Constitution,” 
How could Mr. Wardell have 
brought himself to omit such a sen- 
| tence? 

I was pointing out to my readers 
what had happened in American 
history. Abraham Lincoln had 
fought the slave power, using con- 
stitutional means; he had carried 
an election, and left it to the slave 
power to attempt to revolt against 
the people's verdict; so he had kept 
the moral forces of America on his 
lside. In “Letters to Judd.” I was 
pleading with American working. 
men to display the same wisdom in 
obtaining their rights. I was ap- 
pealing to the people of California 
to display that same wisdom—and 
my fellow-Democrat was lying 
|about what I had written! 

One of, the Wardell onslaughts 


on to quote 
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Roosevelt’s Attitude 
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was really funny, Speaking at a 
banquet of old-line Democrats he 
called me an atheist, and said that 
I had “defied the power of 
Almighty God.” I answered next 
morning that I did not know what 
he meant; like every human being 
1 lived by the power of Almighty | 
God, and in my campaign to End 
Poverty In California, I expected to 
succeed by the power of Almighty | 
God. It was not until later that I 
Jearned what was in the poor stock- | 
broker's mind, He said that 1 had 
stood in the pulpit of a church and 
taken out my watch and said, “If | 
there is a God, let him prove it by 
siriking me dead within the next 
three minutes” So I realized that 
Justus had got me mixed up with 
Sinclair Lewis! I wasted a three- 
cent stamp telling him that I was 


not Sinclair Lewis, and that God | 
would not hold me responsible for | 
the actions of Sinclair Lewis | 


I explained all that in a letter, | 
and I published it in a pamphlet, 
“The Lie Factory Starts.” I reached | 
many voters in that way-—but not | 
enough of them; for the lies were 
{eken up and reprinted in millions 
cf leaflets, and put into the hands 
of every voter many times over. 
All those wretched fabrications of | 
“The Red Network,” all those 
garbed quotations from my books 
—millions of dollars were spent to 
spread them; and how could I, hav- 
ing only a few dollars, attempt to | 
answer. Our opponents had hun- 
dreds of daily newspapers; we had | 
one tabloid weekly. They had hours | 
on the radio to our minutes; and | 
if I used up my time answering | 
falsehoods, what chance would I 
have to explain how to End Pov- | 
erty In California? What our en- | 
emies wanted was to put me on the 
defensive, and have me making 
explanations and apologies, instead | 
cf dealing with the thing the peo- | 
ple really cared about—their own 
troubles and the remedy 


GREATEST HANDICAP OF 
WHOLE CAMPAIGN 


The greatest single handicap I 
had to face in the campaign was 
“The Profits of Religion.” This 


book was written and published in 
1917, in the midst of the Great War, 
and has the bitterness universal at 
that time. I saw millions of peas- 
ant boys being led out to slaughter 
in the interest of the governing 
classes of Europe; I saw priests of 
Jesus blessing the flags, and incit- 
ing the mass destruction of the hu- | 
man race. I sat down to study re- 
ligion from a new point of view— 
the use, or rather the abuse which | 


had been made of it, “as a source 
of income and a shield to priv- 
jlege.” The book is a defense of 


true religion, its purpose being to 
{ake the churches out of the hands 
of ruling classes and exploiters of 
all kinds. j 
1 have before me the campaign 
literature of the so-called 
“United for California League.” 
Here is a four-page leaflet en- 
titled, “Upton Sinclair on the 
Catholic Church"; another en- 
titled “Upton Sinclair's Opinion 
of Christian Science”; another en- 
titled “Upton Sinclair, Defiler of 
All Churches and All Christian | 
Institutions.” Originally this 
label was “Dynamiter’; on page 
two they still keep that word, 
Of these three leaflets nearly ten 
million were distributed in our 
state. A set was mailed to every 
voter, 
The “Defiier” pamphlet starts off 
sith this quotation from the “Prof. | 
its of Religion”: “There are a score 
of great religions in the world, each 
with scores or hundreds of sects, 
each with its priestly orders, its 
complicated creed ritual, its 
heavens and hells; each damns all | 


the others and each is a mighty | 
fortress of graft.” 
Yes, that is the thesis of the | 


book; and that it is true is my Sor- | 
row, not my fault. The proofs were 
all taken from history, and from 
the utterances of all the churches 


John Haynes Holmes wrote me: 
“I must confess that it has fairly 
made me writhe to read these 


pages, not because they are untrue 
or unfair, but on the contrary, be- 
cause I know them to be the real 
facts. I love the church as I love 
my home, and therefore it is no 
pleasant experience to be made to 
face such a story as this which you 
have told. It had to be done, how- 
ever, and I am glad you have done 
jt. for my interest in the church, 
after all, is more or less incidental, 
whereas my interest in religion is 
a fundamental thing.” In the course | 
of 17 years I have received hun- 
dreds of letters from clergymen 
telling me this same thing. A few 
were brave enough to come for- 
ward and say it in California
